a half dozen serious violations of 
the motor vehicle rode is Cecil 
Buster i Slagle. Indio bartender 
and driver of the 
automobile 
chased by Police Officer Harry 
Houghton. Also in jail is Slage's 
companion Joe. Suitcase Leach, 
tn, of Texas, charged with being 
drunk and disturbing the peace. 


THE INCIDENT started. Chief 
Kettmann

PLAYING POLITICS WITH THE 
POST OFFICE 
(Riverside Enterprise) 
Postmaster General Donaldson, a ca­ 
reer man with no political background, 
seems to be handling himself nicely in 
the political ring. He’s made effective 
use of a time-honored bureaucratic tech­ 
nic: when an appropriations cut threat­ 
ens, anticipate it by reducing services in 
ways which will inconvenience the public. 
Donaldson's cuts,in postal service last 
week will probably irritate enough peo­ 
ple to achieve his objective—public pres­ 
sure on congress. 
Congress itself seems largely to blame 
for the inefficiency and the mounting 
deficits in the Post Office Department. 
The Hoover Commission recommended 
changes and consolidations which would 
cut an estimated $200,000,000 from the 
departments annual half-billion-dollar de­ 
ficit. This is possible, according to the 


commission, without a curtailment of 
service. 
These recommendations have been be­ 
fore Congress since last July, and have 
gotten nowhere. One of the principal 
reasons being the fact th a t the proposals 
include the transfer of 21,000 political- 
appointed postmaster jobs to civil service. 
Congress apparently has little interest in 
giving up this much patronage, even to 
save $200,000. 
So instead Congress votes a flat cut 
in the departm ent’s appropriation, with­ 
out authorizing the reorganization which 
should accompany it. 
Those who have been handicapped by 
the reduction in postal service should do 
more than just demand that, it be re­ 
stored. They should insist that Congress 
do something about the long-overdue re­ 
form s. outlined by the commission. If 
things are handled properly we can have 
both the saving in appropriation and good 
service; we can have our cake and eat it.

G.O.P. Convention Report

In commenting on the great influence 
of country editors in America Margaret 
Chase Smith. U. S. Senator from Maine 
has this to say: 
“Their influence doesn't come from 
the size of their small circulations in­ 
dividually. It comes from the fact that 
they are so truly representative of the 
A m e ric a n people and their thinking. And 
that comes from t Ho fact I hat they are 
so close to the people in their everyday 
iife. . . . They keep the common touch 
that often is lost by the big-city dailies." 
Mrs. Smith points out that in spite 
of the population Irend toward metro­ 
politan centers the rural areas are still 
largely the determining factor in most 
general elections. And country papers 
with a total circulation of around 70 mil­ 


lion obviously play a big part in the vot­ 
ing results. 
As to the views held by country edi­ 
tors, the Maine senator stresses their 
strong opposition to the socialistic trend, 
with statistics showing that $9 per cent 
of them are against socialized medicine. 
Seventy-nine per cenl feel that a balanced 
budget, and a reduction in government 
costs are the most important things for 
Congress to accomplish. 
Sixty-four per cent favor a cut in farm 
subsidies, 51 per cent advocate a slash in 
foreign spending, 50 per cent would re­ 
duce housing expenditures and 62 per 
cent believe there should he an across- 
the-board cut in funds for all government 
departments. 
These figures, if accurately compiled, 
express not only the sentiment of country 
editors but'of the great rural population 
of America.
